(Irani ^lortgago, C T. SiiulIicrH, presi- 
dent of Llie Jiauk of iMoiitreal, Jobn 
Haiuilton autl S&uiudI Thorn of New 
York, ill tho pre8(»nce of D. D. 
Jlarlcs, notary imblic, took and dos- 
troyed bonds for tlu? amount of §1,- 
197,r)00, recuivi'd in paynicnl of lands 
Ko!d hy tlie coiH]i!iny. " The bonds 
we're issufid in Ociobor. ISSI, twenty 
millions bt^ing jilnced with the public 
ftud live millions reuuiininf; in the 
Lands of tlio Dominion government, 
pledged for the circulation of contract 
.salos«of iaiul made to the amount of 
$18,000,000. Those ilestroyed to-day 
represent payment made on account to 
tlio end of Slarcli. It is expected nt 
least §1,000,000 more will be canceled 
during the present year. 

St, Paul, May 2.— At the head- 
quarters !}t Fort Sully to-day it wn.s 
learned that an order published by 
General Terry, recommending that 
Canadian Indians raiding on American 
Boil be arrested by the troD|)s, ami all 
carts, arms, tents and horses confi.scat- 
ed, and all but tLe latter de.stroyed, 
and the Indians compelled to recross 
tlio border, is !i|)proved by Secretaries 
Lincoln and Frelinghuyson, and tlie 
British uiinister at 'NVashtiigton notilied 
that such action licrenfter will be tak- 
en, and tho British authorities would 
be expected to treat raiding American 
Indians the same way. 

Helena, May 2. — An Inilepeiu/mt

DiTiiLiy, ^^ay 4. — It is confidently sta- 
ted that Peter Tynan ia now in London, 
and ia ceuinninicat in;,' with tho police 
with a view tu turning informer. 

•Kingston, Ilealey and Oibney, charged 
with conspiracy to murder Poole, wore 
arraigned to-day for osamination. An 
informer named Lamie gave testimony, 
and confirmed thu oxidtence of violence 
and murder in the circle to which tho 
prisonur.s belmiged. Tho prisoners were 
remanded for one week. 

George Smith, one of the men in cus- 
tody on a charge of being implicated in a 
conspiracy to murder government oflicials, 
has been discharged, ho having agreed to 
emigrate. 

The "Frcenian's ■Fnurnal" says the dyn- 
amite plot hatched in .Vmerica 'was be; 
trayed to a British consulate. \ 

Pauis, May 4. — United States minister 
Morton, at a private interview with Pre- 
sident Grevy, proaontcd with a': coinpli- 
meutary spuoch an album forwarded by 
citizens of Providence, Bhodo Island, a.i a 
souvenir of the Frenclimcn who died at 
Yorktowii, lighting for .American iiulo- 
peiidenco. 'I'he President was deeply 
touched both by tho gift and the manner 
of presentation, and requested Mr. Mor- 
ton to convey to tho citizens of Provi- 
dence his kind regards and thanks for the 
pat riotic gift. 

He[)orts prevail here that Count A'on 
Moltke is seriously ill. 

Lo.NDo.v, May -1. — The steamer Haps- 
burg, before reported as overdue, was spo- 
ken on the '28th ultimo, in latitude 47.42 
north, longitude 17.5 west, and all well 
on board. 

At a conference of members of tho Irish 
Nationalist party, it was resolved to or- 
ganize a fund for tlio relief of families and 
persons who liavo lied from tho country 
or been ariustod for connection with mur- 
iler trials in Irolaiid, and generally under 
the crimes act. It is computed that (100 
families have been rendered deatilutu by 
flight, or the incarceratimi of their bread- 
winners. An address will lie i.s.sued to 
Irish i\';uioiiaiista of America and tlieEiig- 
lisli colonies, asking for contributions to 
tho proposed fund. 

{{kumn, May 4. —The presence of the 
Princess Hismarck at a social given by 
the, minister of foreign all'airs further 
shows the groiindlessiU'MS of reports of a 
difi'erenco between Uismarck and the luin- 
istor. 

LoNiioN, May 4. — In tho commons this 
afternoun the speaker stated he Knd re- 
ceived a letter from Bradlaugh, in which 

lift anuoui'iced he would at the beginning 
of business tiv-day ask to be permitted to 
take the oath. The speaker asked for the 
guidance of t.'u! house . Loud cries were 
heard f(U' flladatone, but as the prime 
minister did nut rise, Northcoto stated he 
would propose Bradlaugh be precluded 
from going through such form. Gliid- 
stoiu' .said lie could raise; no objection to a 
nujlion, which, inider the circuiiistaiioe.s, 
Nortbeote was the proper person to make. 
-On motion of Labouchere, it was decided 
to hear Bradlaugh in his behalf nt the bar 
of the house. Liradlaugh pointed out 
that as the house had thought tit last 
eviuiing to reject an affirmation bill, the 
passage of wliicli would have enabled him 
to take his seat, it was now his duty to 
take tlu! oath. His exclusion was an act 
of llagrant iniipdty, an act his conduct 
had not justilied. An action which 
should declare his seat vacant, or pass a 
Ijill disipialifying him, as long as he \vas 
disfpialilied, was null and he would claim 
bis right to a seat. 

Labouchere opposed the motion of 
Northcoto. 

Gladstone, on moving the previous 
question, announced he would vote with 
Labouchere against the motion, which 
then was carried by a vote of 271 to 105. 

lii'adlaugh again addressed the house, 
arguing in favor of his claim to a seat. 
After speaking fen- half an hour ho re- 
turned to his usual seat below the bar, 
«ind the subject was dropped. 

CitoNSTAUT, May 4. — A building used 
for the manufacturing of explosives has 
been discovered. Sevcrat naval oflicers 
are said to have been concerned in the 
manufacture, and have been arrested. 

Li'.RLiN', May ;i. — Bismarck's action in 
regard to Kichter's motion iu the reich- 
stag is not so'' much regarded as a repri- 
mand to tho reichstag as an assertion of 
his prerogatives as chancellor over the 
other ministers, especially tho minister of 
war. 

Paius, Mii^f 3. — Government circles at 
Berlin and Vicuna receive favorably the 
statement in tho senate of the minister of 
foreign affairs regarding the tripple alli- 

ain'i!. 

Pi;ri-:niioi(oi;i;ii, Afay ?>. -Priest Gate 
street, one of the principal thoroughfares 
in this city, was partially blown up last 
night. Great alarm was created by the 
explosion, as it was thought it was tho 
work f.f <lyuauiite, ljut it is now believed 
it was the ignition of gas in tlie sewer 
under the street. Houses on tlie street 
are much damaged. 

Ui lu.iN, May-3. — The sentence of De- 
laiiy will probably be connuutod to life 
servitude. Uanlon, awaiting trial, has 
finafly been accepted as informer. 

DuiiLi.v, May 1. — .lamea Mullett was 
arraigned this ni(U'ning,on a charge of con- 
spir.aey to murder, and pleaded guilty. 
i\loriiey .also pleaded guilty to a charge of 
conspiracy to murder. _ Several of the 
other men, charged with same ofl'enao, are 
expected to plead guilty. 

Lawrence Hanlon, arraigned on a 
ch.irge of attempting to murder Denis 
Field, picvded not guilty, and his trial was 
begun. 

Utur.i.v, iMay 3. — The grand jury have 
returned true bills against Tynan, Welsh 
and Sheridan, for murder, and against 
Fit/.liarria, as an accessory after tho fact. 
All these men are supposed to bo iu Am- 
erica. It is understood tho English gov- 
ernment will demand their extradition.

San FiiANCisco, May 2. — The failure 

of Dickie Bros, has been productive of 
consiilorable talk over the prospects of 
sliipliuilding here, and as to whether 
the lield is of sullicicnt importance to 
warrant the attention which has been 
given to that business for (he past 
throe years. Tho causes of the failure 
are variously estimated, one being the 
increased price of lumber. Parties 
who are in a position to speak advised 
ly say that shiubuilding interests were 
never more promising than at present, 
for the demand for vessels of light 
draft is on the increase, and ship lum- 
ber can lie obtiiiiied at lower rales 
than formerly. Tliev trace the real 
cause of the failure to ridiculously low 
contracts, and to successive lo.sses of 
the linn. Dickie Bros, books were 
kept in such a mantier that tliey w^re 
unable to tell how much they were 
running behind until' it \Vas too late to 
make any provision for their ercditor.s. 
So far as any stagnation in shipbuild- 
ing is concerned tho very opposite is 
the case. . '

PORT SIMPSON LANDS. "^"^ 

Our morning contemporary is inconsis- 
tent, to aay the least. Ho professes to be 
indignant because u number of citizens 
have filed at the land oOico and imblished 
notices of intention to purchase a portion 
of the crown lands that fi'oiit on the har- 
bor of Port Simpson. After applying his 
customary lUegant phraae of "t;rah" to 
what must appear to any unprejudiced 
mind as a perfectly fair and legitimate 
transaction, he proceeds to insinuate col- 
lusion on tho part of the government be- 
cause a reserve previously imposed on 
Port Simpson lands was lifted "secreily" 
— that IB, without public notice. If wo 
aro correctly informed tho reserve was 
"aecrolly" placed on the lands in 1880 and 
the method adopted in its removal was 
precisely that which was adopted when it 
was put on . Now, what was the object 
of the reiicrvatioh? To enable the Ihaian 
commissioner to select land for Indian re- 
serves in the neighborhood in l\)rt .Simp- 
sun. The selection havinir been made by 
Mr. O'Reilly there e-xisted no longer any 
reason for u continuance of the onibargu. 
Our contemporary professes to see in the 
so-called "giab" a movement to checkmat* 
the Peace River Railway Co., by secur- 
ing the land in advance of that corpora- 
tion. Nothing immoral in that, Mr. 
StMidanl. It is certainly preferable that 
citizens of British Columbia — men who 
have "borne the heart and burthen of the 
day" — should enjoy some of the benefits 
that niily flow from the construction of a 
northern continental railway, than that 
all those bonofita should fall to the share 
of a foreign railway company. But in 
any case, it is diflicult to sue how our con- 
temporary can conaiatonlly object to the 
Port Simpson "grab" after having engi- 
neered and defended the Te.\ada iron 
"steal," and accepted a commiation from 
the company who took up those lands to 
float the scheme in London whither he had 
gfrno on provincial business anil at pro- 
vincial expense! 

THE COVI':ilI\'M]:XT POLICY. 

There is reason to believe that on Mon- 
day tho govi'inmont will announce their 
policy and tliat theat policy will compre 
hand, inter nl'ta, a aottlemcnt oC -several 
points which for a long lime have formed 
subjects of dispute between the Dominion 
and provincial governments. It is un- 
derstood that the bani.s of the settlement 
will include the conatrnciion of the Island 
railway, tho opening of the railway lands 
to settlement, and the completion of tlie 
drydock by tho federal government. The 
astonishing impetus that will bo given to 
every interest in the province by the set- 
tlement of these momentous matters must 
be evident to all thinking minds. Tho 
Island railway is o.ssontial to the perma- 
nency of the city and the preservation of 
the Canadian Pacilic railway traffic from 
the enoroachnionts of foreign lines. Tho 
opening of the railway lands will attract 
thousands of settlors to the province who 
are now deterred from coming because of 
their inability to secure land; and the a.s- 
sumption by tho Dominion of the ro.'spon- 
uibility of building tho graving dock will 
relieve the province of a grave linanoial 
burthen which it is unable to bear. The 
good ?feaults that will flow from the 
adoption of this policy cannot be oyer- 
eitiraated. 



Srown vs. The Cllobc- 

(Hamilton Trlbuue.) 
it has already been announced that in 
the suit of Brown vs. tho Glabi' tho de- 
fendants have compiiirnised and agreed 
to pay the plaintifl' SliDUO and costs, or in 
all$2ifOO. Mr. J.Oordon Brown claim- 
ed $5000 indemnity on the ground of 
wrongful dismissal from the managing 
editorsliip of tho Globe. This unju.'itifi- 
able diamiaaal w.aa brought about by 
scheming and treachery; and stories of a 
moat untruthful complexion were given 
i.,;" to the public for this action. Uno of 
these was that tho Glube under his man- 
' ' agement had not been financially success- 
ful. Now, what are the facts ? Mr. .1. 
Gordon Brown was only responsible for 
two clear years, ending on January 31at 
last. In his first year he changed an 
enormous deficit into a small one. And 
in his second year he changed a small de- 
ficit into a surplus over running expenses, 
etc., of about twenty thousand dollars. 
The schemers wore afraid to permit him 
with this record to meet the shareholders 
at the annual meeting; so at the instiga- 
tion of tho wire-pullers who at present 
control the liberal party, he was roinoved 
beforehand. To avoid revektions as to 
past disagreements with individuals on 
the policy of the Globe as to tho Grand 
Trunk and national policy, which would 
damage that newspaper immensely with 
its constituency, the Oluhe has compro- 
niiaed after meanly endeavoring to shirk 
the costs. Mr. Brown, notwithstanding 
he believed in the justness of his full 
claims, was forced to accept the compro- 
mise, as he was too poor to continue the 
fight with such a powerful corpoRition to 
the bitter e nd. 

Peru. 

Tlie Hon.sation of t.ho hour i.s tlie ar- 
rival from Chile of Don Jo.se Antonio 
de Lavalle, one of the Peruvian nota- 
bles detained in that republic, accom- 
panied by Don Andres Avelino Aram- 
buru. These gentleman, placed at lib- 
erty by the GovJ'rnniont of Chile, 
come to" P(^ru in the interest of General 
Ingleaia.s, the .so called Regenerator of 
the RepuWic. Thi.s step will be the 
crowning misfortune of Peru. It will 
entail th& permanency of the military 
occupation of tho enemy, as Inglesins 
could not unassifitrd remain in power 
for a week; will render (lie rpsi.s'.ance

born and call anarchy and disorder 
again into existence. In point of fact 
it will only |l>e a continuation of the 
actual dpiuination of the concpioror. 
Still the object in view is by no means 
ftccompliahed and there may be insu- 
perable obstacles in the way of effect-

THE EUREKA WRECKED. 



Cr&shiae »t Full Speed on- a Book in 
Peril Straits- 



SHE UTAVES HER llOWS IN AND MAY BE- 
COME A TOTAL WRECK IF HELP IS NOT 
SENT aOON.

Last evening the U. S. steamer Adams, 
arrived here yesterday from .Juneau, Alas- 
ka, bringing news of tho loss of the Eure- 
ka in Peril Straits. From tho ofticera of 
tho Adams and others we have gleaned 
the ToUowihg particulars. Tho Eureka 
left this place on the 18th of April last, in 
command of Captain Hunter. She called 
at Wrangel and iSitka discharged passen- 
gers and freight, and left Sitka the same 
day for Juneau city. On the. morning of 
the 2tith, while going through Peril straits 
in the first rapida, with a six-knot cur- 
rent in her favor, and making sixteen 
knots per hour, at il ;20 a.m., the steam- 
er suddenly struck a sunken ledge, known 
ivs tho Wyaiida rock, with terrilic force, 
staving a hole in her bow. Sho imme- 
dialely listed heavily to starboard, falling 
almost on her beam onda, throwing paas- 
eiigora o9' their feet, and precipitating ev- 
erything moveable on hor deck into tlio 
lee scuppers, and then alid olf tho rock 
into deep water. The ateamor was head- 
ed for shore and the race for life began. 
With every ounce of steani her boilLM-a 
could carry, a;id ruiiuing in an obiiiiiii! 
direction, in ordo'f to get tho assistance of 
the tide as much as possible, the veaael 
went like a scared greyhound, and was 
driven far up on tho beach, just as the tire- 
men and engineer were driven from their 
posts by wntor. Tho passengers were all 
landed safely, no confusion being per- 
ceptible. All the beddine, blankets, ca- 
bin stores, etc. , wore sent on shore, and 
the men were set to work getting the car- 
go out from tho upper 'tween decks, but 
only three packages were saved. Au at- 
tiMupt was also made to get the freight 
out of her lower hold, but the rising tide 
soon drove the men out. The place where 
Iho ateamer was beached is covered with 
boulders, and a high bluff rises a few feet 
above high water mark. As there was no 
place to camp near the wreck the chief 
engineer was sent with a boat's crew to 
select a suitable camping place, which he 
found in a small cove some two miles from 
the wreck. Here two tents wore erected, 
and tho psssengers, twenty-nine in num- 
ber, transferred. They have Htorea sufli- 
oient to last them two months. Mean- 
time tho Adams was at Juneau, 14(1 inilcs 
distant. A boat with a crew of six men 
mider charge of the second oClcer, and ac- 
companied by Col. Oakford, deputy col- 
ector of customs at Wrangel, who was on 
Iho ateamer at the time of the disasterwas 
sDUt to Killisnoo, whore ho communicat- 
ed with Mr. Vanderbilt, of the i<nrthwost 
tradir.2 coni[)any, who immediately sent 
tho steam launch Louisa to .luiu-au to tlio 
Adams for assistance. As soon as Col. 
Oakford had informed commander Merri- 
man of tho disaster, in ten minutes he or- 
dered u)) steam and the ship was under- 
weigh in thirty minutes; proceeded with 
his vessel to this place by the outside pas- 
sage, and communicated the accident to 
the Eurcka'.s owners. If divers, pumps, 
and other appliances aro sent up imme- 
diately on the Idaho, which sails in a day 
or two, tho vessel may be saved, but if 
any delay occurs then she must bo lost, 
for lying on a "fteni and rock-bound 
coast," the lirst gale that springs up will 
shatter her into a thousand pieces. Capt. 
Hunter and the crew still stand by tho 
vessel 

Two hours out froni Killisnoo, the 
launch spoke the steamer Hose, directed 
her to go into Killisnoo, take on board 
the crew left there by Col. Oakford, and 
then proceed to the .iceiie of wicck ami 
convey the passengers to Uarrisburg. 

Col. Oakford says the crash when the 
Eureka struck was terrific. Every one 
was thrown down . The steamer i)ounced 
od'the rock and plun];;cd ahead, leaving a 
largo (juantity of broken wood in her 
wake. Col. Oakford cumo over to tiiiit 
city in the G. W. Elder yesterday, and 
will return to the scene of disaster on the 
Idaho. His opinion is that the Eureka is 
hopelessly lost.

The Inquest. 

Yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock an in- 
ipiest on . tho bodies of Donald Mc- 
I'hail and — Uerhyahiio was openi'd at the 
instance of the attorney general at Mr. 
Hay w.ird's undertaker store, Govornmont 
street, whither tho bodies had been con- 
veyed after their arrival by the steamer 
Alexander. 

The bodies were placed in neat stained 
coffins lined with white side by side in the 
front store, and laid out in clean white 
shirts and drawers. The f^ccs of both 
presented a composed anu life-like ap- 
pearance, as if men asleep, and the coun- 
tenances of the dead seemed to retain 
their natural colour. Donald McPhail 
seemed to bo a well built muscular man 
with lightish complexion and bushy 
whiskers and about 50- years of age, but 
Derbyshire a young man of about 19 has 
brown hair. Is of the average height but 
somewhat slighter build. 

Tho inquest was oponea by the coroner, 
Hon. A. F. Pemberton and tho following 
jury were sworn, H. D.Saunders, John 
Walkis, A. Stronach, James Dunn, 
Samuel Hakes and David Dale, who was 
chosen foroiuan. 

The inejuust was held on the "bodj" of 
Donald iNlcl'hail which was identified by 
Mr. Brown of tho Adelphi Saloon. 

After the jury had viewed the bodies, 
Supt. O'Connor stated that the matter 
was in tho hands of tho attorney general, 
and that the jury having viewed the 
bodies it was intended to adjourn further 
proceedings till Mmulay. 

Tlie coroner then adjourned tho in- 
quest till 11 o'clock on Monday at the 
city hall, and ordered that the mterment 
of both bodies should be deferred until 
after formal evidence had been taken as 
to their identity.
